BACK TO GETTYSBURG. 

To the average man the great Get- 
tysburg reunion is mostly a big picnic. 
The occasion observed is something he 
studied about in school, more or less 
musty with the dust of libraries. 

The writer, reading the other day, 
the life of Gen. Robert E. Lee, found 
the pages dealing with Gettysburg 
scribbled over with pencil foot notes 
expressing the controversial convic- 
tions of some veteran. To him and his 
comrades these pages are evidently 
still thrilling with live human prob- 
lems. 


No two veterans will ever quite 
agree just what turned the day at 
Gettysburg. On one side Lee, auda- 


cious, a superb tactician, worshipped 
by his matchless army, whose 
nearly equalled its opponents, when he

had repeatedly whipped. He looked 
like a winner. 
On the other Meade, cold, business 


like, efficient, arousing confidence but 
not enthusiasm, with an army equally 
tenacious and heroic. 

Did Lee's audacity carry him 
far in sanctioning that glorious 
suicidal charge of Picket’s? Or was it 
Longstreet’s fatal slowness in making 
his attacks of the second and third 
day? Hear the veterans thump the 
table while they argue it out. 

Although the majority of students 
probably blame Longstreet, Lee's fine 
magnanimity appeared when he said, 
“Never mind, all this has been my 
fault, it is I that have lost this fight.” 

What a contrast between the reeking 
surgeons and barns filled with the 
wailing and dying 50 years ago, and 
present scene of summer and agricul- 
tural peace, between the hate of can- 
non and the friendly handshake. 

May this happy reunion of old heroes 
do much to soften such misunder- 
standings as may still exist, to help 
each of the various sections of our 
country to see things from the other 
man’s point of view.

THE WOODWARD SCHOOL. 


It is good news to those interested 
in the Woodward school to know that 
the board of managers are contemplat- 
ing taking over again the active man- 
agement of the school and conduct its 
affairs for the best good of the school 
and as nearly along the lines desired 
by Dr. Woodward as is consistent with 
the present generation and its 
quirements. 

We are not criticising the manage- 
ment of Mr. Barbour or Mr. Parlin his 
predecessor but it does seem to us that 
the superintendent of the public 
schools should not have charge of pri- 
vate schools like the Woodward or 
Adams academy as the natural ten- 
dency would be to make them a part of 
the public school system. 

Then again the salary although not 
‘large could be better expended on 
teachers and 


re- 


equipment. What a 
howl] would go up in Braintree if it 
Was proposed to hand Thayer 


Academy over to the superintendent of 
schools. The board of trustees are 
more widely scattered than those of 
the Woodward as most of them do not 
reside in the town. Yet it would be 
hard to find a better school than Thay- 
er Academy with its efficient head 
master, competent corps of teachers 
and well grounded pupils. 

With the ministers who are educat- 
ed men giving their time to the man- 
agement and a competent, all round 
master who is given power to select 
teachers and run the school intelli- 
gently it should not be a great task as 
there are less than 200 pupils. There 
is no reason why the Woodward school 
should be a side show of the public 
schools.

MISS BUMPUS. 


Miss Amelia L. Bumpus who has 
been ill for several weeks, failing 
gradually since the death of her sister 
Mary and the breaking up of their 
home on Spear street, passed away 
early Saturday evening at her late 
home on High school avenue. 

She was a sister of Judge Everett C. 
Bumpus of Presidents hill of the 
Panama Canal and other commissions, 
and aunt of Lieut. Edward A. Bum- 
pus, Co. C, 9th U. 8S. Infantry, who was 
massacred on the Island of Samar in 
the Philippines, about ten years ago. 

For thirty years Miss Bumpus was 
librarian of the Thomas Crane Public 
library -tendering her resignation 
about four years ago to the trustees 
which was accepted with regret. 

From a small beginning she has 
seen the library grow into one of the 
largest and best in the state. Hers 
Was a personal interest and real love 
for the work. Nothing to aid patrons 
was too much trouble for her and 
literary clubs and those using the ref- 
erence library found her intelligent 
and willing assistance of invaluabie 
aid. 
the Friday club, one of the oldest liter- 
ary clubs in the city, made her an 


honorary member of the club and it! 


was a real pleasure to the members 
when she could be present at a meet- 
ing. 


Under her administration the library | 


grew and kept up with the city’s 
growth and no woman ever gave thirty 
years of better service or retired from 
public life with more real friends. 

Retirement from public life only in- 
creased her activities in other ways 
for she loved to do for others, often at 
a sacrifice. She never considered 
herself and today there are many peo- 
ple and homes where she has been a 
friend in deed who will have pleasant 
memories of a “good woman” who has 
passed from this to her heavenly rest. 

Although never married Miss Bum- 
pus mothered every one, young and 
old; at the bedside of the sick, by 
gifts, and many thoughtful acts and 
her doing was not confined to her 
church which she dearly loved but 
every one needing help was her broth- 
er or sister. 

In Bethany church she was interest- 
ed in every part of it, always attend- 
ing the services and for many years 
singing in the choir, in the Ladies Cir- 
cle she was a great worker and as a 
member of Unjty Circle King’s Daugh- 
ters her activities were unceasing. As 
senior deaconess of Bethany church 
she assisted at the christenings. The 
Hospital Aid association found her a 
willing worker. It would be hard to 
find a woman doing life’s work more 
unconsciously for she little 
occu- 


nobly yet, 
realized what a big place she 
pied in many hearts. 

Miss Bumpus was born in Plympton 
77 years ago but has lived in Quincy 
most of her life. She is survived by 
a brother Everett C and 
sister Mrs. Johnson of East Braintree 
and a niece and nephews.

The ser- 
vices were largely attended by the 
officers of the church and the regular 
communicants also by members of 
Unity circle of Kings Daughters and 
other organizations of the church.

Every city and town 
now available a comprehensive and ef- 
fective law. 

The policy pursued is different from 
that elsewhere in that here the laws 
go into effect only when adopted by 
the people in towns and by the city 
government is cities. Thirteen towns 
have adopted the town law and the 
Massachusetts Civic League, which 
drafted and supported both measures, 
expects a number of cities and towns 
to consider them during the coming 
year. An early step will be to form 
local committees or housing asso- 
ciations to aid in the adoption and en- 
forcement of the laws. In a number 
of cities action will doubtelss be taken. 

There is a tendency towards the 
adoption of local ordinances but un- 
less these are as comprehensive as the 
state laws they will lack essential 
points of value. 

The past year has been interesting 
but with the passage of the new law 
the year to come will be more so. The 
need for laws is very generally recog- 
nized. People are now seeing their 
constructive vabues. Their opera- 
tion will prevent many forms of sick- 
ness, particularly tuberculosis, and 
have a constructive value in every 
community. Their adoption will de- 
cide the drift in communities, whether 
growth shall be along permanent and 
constructive lines or towards careless 
construction, the development of slums 
and of inefficiency.

SOCIETY FOR BETTER SCHOOLS, 

Dr. David Snedden of Boston, Chair- 
man of the Massachusetts State 
Organizing Committee of the Fourth 
International Congress on School Hy- 
giene, which is to be held at Buffalo 
the last week in August, has received 
a letter from Dr. Thomas A. Storey 
of the College of the City of New York, 
and Secretary-General of the Con- 
gress, suggesting the continuance of 
the State Committee for the purpose 
of establishing a permanent organ- 
ization in the interest of better school 
hygiene. In his letter Dr 
writes: 

“The various state organizing com- 
mittees are serving a useful and im- 
portant purpose in their relation 
the progress and success of this Con- 
gress. But it would be a pity for these 
committees to go out of existence as 
soon as this Congress 
thing of history. The service they 
render this international enterprise is 
small in comparison with the service 
they might render soceity in general if 
they were to effect a permant organ- 
ization in the interest of better 
hygieneic conditions in all the schools 
of our country. Let me urge you 
then to use your committee as the nu- 
cleus of a state organization whose ob- 
ject shall be the acquisition and con- 
servation of the health of the school 
child.” » 

In response to this letter the mem- 
bers of the state organizing com- 
mittess are now in correspondence 
with the various boards of education, 
boards of health, school superintend- 
ents, school] improvement associations, 
mothers’ clubs, parents’ association, 
teachers’ associations, charity so- 
cieties, tuberculosis leagues, visiting 
nurses’ associations, boards of trade, 
and women’s clubs, within a view of 
seeing what can be done in the way of 
permanent co-operative organizations.

But a short time elapsed when they 
found that the families were not rig- 
idly observing the quarantine regu- 
lations and rather than openly allow 
further progress of the disease they 
promptly adopted measures to force 
a respect for the law. 

While no further danger is antici- 
pated a close watch will be kept on 
the district and if necessary firmer 
measures Will be taken to protect the 
public.

FORE RIVER CHANNEL.

An appropriation of $25 was made 
by the Squantum Improvement asso- 
ciation at its regular meeting Wednes- 
day night to keep up the campaign 
against mosquitoes. Squantum has 
been practically free of the pests this 
season owing to the work of the as- 
sociation. Several weeks ago the as- 
sociation appropriated $10 which was 
spent in buying oil which was 
sprayed upon all the stagnant pools 
in Squantum and in the marshes be- 
tween Squantum and Atlantic. Volun- 
teers among members of the associa- 
tion did the work. They donned rub- 
ber boots and went into the muddy 
marsh lands in their fight against the 
mosquito pest. 

The effect of the work has beén very 
noticeable. Many residents who had 
previously screened in their verandas 
found no need of such _ protection 
this season. In fact mosquitoes have 
been as scarce in Squantum this sea- 
son as they have been by millions in 
previous years. Old residents of the 
place say they never knew such free- 
dom from the pests as this season. 

Chairman W. N. Kenyon in his re- 
port as chairman of the mosquito 
committee said that with $25 or even 
less an active campaign against mos- 
quitoes could be continued. After 
some discussion this sum was ap- 
propriated. A dozen men volunteered 
their services and the mosquito squad 
will be out at 2 o'clock Saturday af- 
ternoon with two barrels of oil and a 
number of small spray pumps to 
cause a wholesale slaughter in mos- 
quito breeding places. 

Chairman Kenyon said that in pools 
not over a foot square in the marsh 
land he had found millions of “wig- 
glers” which were about to take wing 


and fly away as full bred mosquitoes. | 


The application of oil came just in 
time to check the breeding of ngillions 
of mosquitoes. 

Several speakers criticized the 
Quincy City Council for its action in 
dropping the $1000 which Mayor Stone 
has asked to be appropriated to aid in 
mosquito extermination. From Squan- 
tum’s experience it was plain that 
with $1000 the City of Quincy would 
go a great way in ridding the entire 
city of mosquitoes. 

The newly elected officers were in 
charge of the meeting. President 
Herbert A. Smith presided with James 
H. Foster, secretary and Charles Bost- 
wick, treasurer. 

Chairman Smith of the minstrel 
show committee read his report in 
detail showing that $61.00 had been 
cleared by the two performances for 


the benefit of the Squantum Wom- 
en's club. It was voted that the 
treasurer send the Squantum 
Women’s club a check for _ this 
amount. 


Chairman Kenyon made his report

COPELAND STREET WORK, 


The Bay State street railway com- 
menced laying a heavy girder rail on 
Copeland street, from the Willard 
school to Brewers corner, on Tuesday. 
Until the work is completed patrons 
of the line will be obliged to suffer the 
inconveniences which usually precede 
much needed improvements. 

Thursday passengers were obliged 
to walk from Buckley street to the 
Evans turnout, a distance of ovér 600 
feet, and today the distance will in- 
creased. 

The advantages of the new rail over 
the old T rail which has been doing 
service for some years will be doub- 
ly appreciated. In addition, the pav- 
ing blocks between the tracks will be 
relaid and will be of material appre- 
ciated by teamsters drawing heavy 
loads to Quincy Adams. In some spots 
the condition of the street is deplor- 
able, particularly in a section which 
was built over a swamp. 

The railway men are greatly hand- 
icapped by the actions of children a- 
long the line of improvement. Since 
operations commenced extra cars have 
been left at each end and the children 
in the immediately vicinity have 
adopted the habit of jumping on and 
off them, to the accompaniment of the 
clanging of the car bells. Passengers 
Thursday evening were startled to see 
an eight year old girl riding on the 
running board of an open car. 

Inquiry in the neighborhood brought 
out that the parents of the children 
were making no real efforts to guide 
the actions of their children. The 
number of children in that section is 
large and accidents and injuries have 
been very infrequent. However, the 
present attitude of children and par- 
ents in no way guarantees that ac- 
cidents may not occur since they are 
making the occasion on the average 
of once a minute.

THE FIREWORKS. 

Without question the fireworks were 
the most elaborate that Quincy has 
ever seen, and it is safe to say that 
George F. Elcock, the chairman of 
this committee, will not be called up- 
cn to refund any contribution to dis- 
satisfied contributors. 

The first set piece, an American 
flag was set off by Capt. Capehart and 
from then on for an hour the air was 
full of bombs and rockets which ex- 
ploding in the air illuminated the sky 
with millions of bright colored stars. 

Words are hardly adequate to 
describe the different numbers on the 
long program, for they were all beau- 
tiful. The Niagara Falls set 
and the set piece which gave 
powerful white light which 
everything as light as .day, and af- 
forded those in front a view of the 
thousands that had gathered about the 
park beggar description.

THE JACKIES DANCE 


Many of the fair sex in and about 
Quincey today are wearing a black 
band, across which in gilt are the let- 
ters and word “U.S. S. Michigan.” 
These were the souvenirs which 
were given to every woman who at- 
tended the dance given at Music hall 
the evening of the Fourth by the Jack- 
ies of the battleship Michigan. 

The jackies proved themselves past 
masters at the art of entertaining and 
the evening was one that will long be 
remembered. Of course during the 
first of the evening there were many 
at the fireworks exhibition but after 
these were over they began to gather 
at Music hall and to take 
part in these festivities. 

Among the first to arrive after the 
fireworks was Capt. E. E. Capehart 
and Mrs. Capehart, with Mayor Stone 
and Mrs. Stone. There were also 
several of the other officers of the 
ship present, and none seemed more 
pleased to see the jackies having a 
good time than did the Captain and 
these same officers. 

It was the intention of the jackies 
to issue a general invitation to the 
public to attend the dance, but time 
did not permit. However anyone who 
applied was admitted and everything 
was carried out in a perfectly orderly 
manner. 

The decorations were rather unique. 
Across the hall at the rear of the plat- 
form in large gilt letters on a blue 
background was “U. S. S. Michigan.” 
In addition to this the hall was pret- 
tily decorated with the international 
code flags not forgetting the Stars and 
Stripes and the Naval Jack. 

The dance orders were unique in 
their make up, and it might be men- 
tioned was the work of some of the 
jackies, for they maintain a printing 
plant on board the battleship. The first 
number on the program of 20 numbers 
was a two step, called “At the Devil's 
Ball” and was dedicated to Mayor 
Stone. Other numbers were dedicated 
to the Captain, First Lieutenant, Navi- 
gator, Ordinance Officer, the en- 
gineers, wardroom officers, junior offi- 
cers, doctor, warrant officers, city 
officials of Quincy, the ladies, commit- 
tee, orchestra, the gents, the good ship 
Michigan, and the crew, as well as to 
the best liked officer of all, the pay- 
master, whose waltz was given the 
title “A Girlie was just made to love.” 

Lemonade and grape juice were 
served during the entire evening as 
were also cigarettes, while during the 
intermission ice cream and cake were 
served. 

Music for the dancing was furnished 
by the ships orchestra of seven pieces, 
and it was good music.

Officer Avery said 
that he glanced at the man on the 
ground and thought a murder had 
been committed, that the man was 
dead since there was not a move in 
him. In his opinion Gilraine could 


not have been drinking because of the 
speed with which he ran. 

Mayor Stone—Why did you shoot at 
the man? 

A. “I wes led to believe a serious as- 
sault had taken place. The man was 
apparently dead and saw Gilraine 
getting away. While on my way 
down Butler road some one in the rear 
said, ‘fire on him Joe, you will lose 
him.’ I commenced to wonder what 
kind of a man I was chasing.” 

Mayor Stone—Did you know who he 
was then? 

A. No sir. 

Mayor Stone—Did Gilraine give you 
any explanation why he did not stop? 

A. I went to the hospital with him 
and he said I had no right to shoot. 
I don’t remember, I think it was the 
Chief, that told me that he said had he 


known I would shoot he would 
have stopped, 
Mayor Stone—When you shot did 


you shoot at the man? 
A. I shot at the ground, at the side- 


walk, at the lawn near the sidewalk 
to scare or stop him. 
Mayor Stone—It was not your in- 


tention to shoot him? 
A. No. 


In answer to Attorney O'Connell he 
said he had been connected with the 
force since July 1908; and had been a 
regular officer about a year, and pos- 
sessed a Colt automatic revolver hold- 
ing nine cartridges which the chief 
had given him. He said he had prac- 
ticed some in the woods ard had fired 
it about 15 or 20 times.

A. I fired at the lawn. 

Q. How can you account for the bul- 
let hitting him? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. Did the conductor you spoke of 
run with you? 

A. He was the first man that came 
up. 

Q. Have you talked this matter over 
with Connolly? 

A. Yes, the next morning. 

Mr. O'Connell asked Officer Avery 
if he had been coached in any way and 
where he got the words “reason to be- 
lieve” and was told that he had writ- 
ten a statement at the station next 
day, while the Chief was there, but 
that he dictated no part of it.

THE TAX LIMIT. 

Several cities of the Commonwealth 
have already taken action under the 
new law passed by the legislature of 
1913 fixing the amount which the city 
may raise for current expenses in its 
budget. Under the old law the 
amount a city could raise for current 
expenses in its budget was $12 per 
thousand dollars on assessed valua- 
tion, based on the valuation of the 
previous year, plus what receipts it 
could get. 

The result has been that every year, 
especially with Quincy, it has been 
hard work to keep the budget within 
the limit. The demands of the var- 
ious departments every year in- 
crease but never has it been found 
possible to give the departments all 
that they desired, or in fact all that 
they should have. 

Take for instance the School de- 
partment which the present year was 
cut several thousand dollars from the 
amount which the School Committee 
estimated was absolutely necessary 
to carry on the department. Then 
again take the Street department. It 
was found impossible under the $12 
limit to give the Commissioner as 
much money as wag necessary to meet 
the demands of the citizens for street 
repair, etc. 

So it was with practically every de- 
partment in the city. Each year it 
has been a continual fight to keep the 
budget within the limit, even when 
taking all the receipts in sight, which 
by the way, the Assessors claim 
should belong to that department for 
the purpose of reducing the tax rate. 

This year, for instance, the estima- 
ted receipts were something like $90,- 
000 and if the Assessors could have 
taken this amount and applied it to 
the reduction of the tax rate it would 
make quite a difference. The City 
Council however, grabbed the greater 
part of this estimated amount to help 
out on the budget, and even then the 
amount claimed to be actually needed 
could not be appropriated. 

As most people are well aware an 
appeal was made to the legislature by 
several of the cities for relief. The 
legislative committee held several 
public hearings at which various 
views were expressed. Some cities 
at $12 
while others desired it raised to $13 
and some even as high as $16. 

The act as passed, however, leaves 
it with the cities of the Common- 
wealth, with the exception of the City 
of Boston, to fix the amount which it 
may raise in its budget. 

Under this act it is compulsory upon 
the City Council to take action within 
ninety days from the date of 
passage of the law. As the bill 


favored keeping the amount 


the 
be- 
came a law the latter part of May, it 
will be seen that action must be tak- 
en some time during the months of 
June, July or August. 

The act provides that the City Coun- 
cil must advertise and give to the citi- 
zens a public hearing on the question 
of fixing the amount which the city 


may raise for current expenses in any 
one year. 

This public hearing will give an op- 
portunity for the citizens to express 
their ideas, after which the City Coun- 
cil must pass an order stating the 
amount which may be raised for cur- 
Tent expenses based on the valuation 
of the previous year. It may be $12 per 
$1000, or any amount which the Coun- 
cil may deem wise. Under this law it 
can if deemed best fix the amount as 
high as desired. Any increase how- 


ever will increase the tax rate. 

Once fixed it means similar action 
on the part of the 
change the amount. 


City Council to 

Of course any action taken by the 
City Council this year will not affect 
the budget of 1913 as that has already 
been passed and the tax rate is being 
figured out on the amounts appro- 
priated in the budget. Next year 
however the budget which is passed 
during the early part of the year will 
be made up in accordance with the 
amount fixed by the City Council this 


The law is quite a complicated one, 
for in addition to obliging the City 
Council to fix the limit, it also con- 
tains other provisions as to the time 
when the budget shall be submitted. 
etc. In fact it covers several pages 
in the “Blue Book” and as one Coun- 
cilman stated would puzzle a Phila- 
delphia lawyer to fully understand. 

It is probable that the Mayor will 
advertise a public hearing and call a 
special meeting of the City Council at 
an early date to take action as 
vided for in the act. 

When fixing the limit which may be 
raised for current expenses, its ef- 
fect on the tax rate should be consid- 
ered. The higher the limit, the larg- 
er the amount to raise by taxation un- 
less bond issues are curtailed.

NOMINATION PAPERS. 


Inasmuch as nomination papers 
must be filed within five weeks with 
Boards of Registrars, the State elec- 
tion is near at hand. 

Nominations for state primaries 
must be made on nomination papers 


monwealth. These are issued at the 
secretary's Office at the state house 
or at the city clerk’s office at the city 
hall. 

Nomination papers for candidates 
for offices to be filled by all the voters 
of the commonwealth must be signed 
in the aggregate by at least 1,000 
voters, not less than 250 to be from 
each of four different counties; in the 


a state election by a number of voters 
equal in the aggregate to five voters 
for each ward or town in the district 
or county, but in no such case shall 
more than 250 be required. 

For representative to the general 
court from the Quincy districts, nom- 
ination papers must be signed by at 
least fifteen voters in the district. 

For senator and for members of 
State committee nomgination papers 
must be signed by at least 65 voters 
in the district. 

For members of ward committee 
and for delegates to state convention 
nomination papers must be signed by 
at least five voters in the ward. 

No nomination paper shall contain 
the name of more than one candidate 
except in the cases of delegates to 
the State convention and members of 
ward committee. 

No nomination paper except for a 
delegate or delegates to a convention 
shall be valid in any respect to any 
candidate whose written acceptance 
is not thereon. 

Nomination papers must be submit- 
ted on or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon of Saturday, August 16, to 
the registrars of voters at the city 
clerk's office in City Hall for cer- 
tification of the number of signatures 
thereon, and must be filed on or be- 
fore five o'clock in the afternoon of 
Tuesday, August 19, with the secre- 
tary of the commonwealth. 

Every nomination paper shall state 
in addition to the name of the candi- 
date, his residence, with the street 
and number thereof, if any, the office 
for which he is nominated, the politi- 
cal party which he represents, and 
except for candidates for ward and 
town committees and delegates to 
conventions the paper may state in 
not more than eight words, the occu- 
pation of the candidate, the public 
offices which he has held, or that he 
in a candidate for renomination, pro- 
vided the is at the time an incumbent 
of the office for which he seeks renom- 
ination for another term, but not 
otherwise. 

The following is a list of offices for 
which candidates are to be nominated 
or elected by each political party at 
the primaries to be held September 
23:— 

To be nominated:—Governor, lieu- 
tenant-governor, secretary, treasurer, 
auditor and attorney-general of the 
commonwealth, councillor, senator, 
representatives in General Court, dis- 
trict attorney, register of probate and 
insolvency, county commissioner and 
two associate commissioners. 

To be elected:—Member of state 
committee, members of ward commit- 
tees, delegates to state convention. 


FORE RIVER HEARING, 


A Washington dispatch of Tuesday 
says Admiral F. T. Bowles, president 
of the Fore River Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration and several members of the 
Massachusetts delegation in Congress, 
together with a delegation from Quin- 
cy appeared before the Board of Army 
Engineers for Rivers and Harbors 
Tuesday to urge a preliminary survey 
for the widening and deepening of the 
channel of Weymouth Fore River 
from Quincy to Boston. 

The main arguments presented were 
that shipbuilding corporation and the 
general commerce of Fore River had 
grown so that an improvement of the 
river was necessary. It was shown 
that the Fore River Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration employed about 4000 men and 
that its weekly payroll amounted 
close to $60,000. 

The argument was made that Fore 
river was one of the tributaries of 
Boston Harbor and that the general 
scheme of waterway improvement in 
Massachusetts demanded the improve- 
ment of this river. Senator Weeks and 
Representatives Murray, Curley, Gil- 
more, Deitrick and Thacher spoke. 

With Admiral Bowles, who ex- 
plained the details of the situation, 
were F. F. Crane, Harbor and Water- 
ways Commissioner of Quincy; F,. 0. 
Wellington and Joseph I. Kemp, trial 
captain of the Fore River Corpora- 
tion. 

The board took the matter under ad- 
visement. 


WINE AGENT FINED.

It is a well known fact that wine 
for use of the Italians is shipped into 
Quincy by the car load and is taken 
from the freight offices by the parties 
to whom it is consigned or by ex- 
pressmen who have been granted per- 
mits to transport liquor in or into 
the City of Quincy. Much of this 
wine is sold by agents of wine houses 
who visit the Italian families. For 
this reason it is very difficult to 
catch them. Inspector Goodhue, how- 
ever, has been successful in several 
cases in landing these agents all of 
whom have been convicted and paid 
fines. 


ACCIDENT AT CROSSING,

street railroad crossing when the trol- 
ley pole snapped as the car was 
crossing the tracks. Just as the 
tracks were reached the passengers 
heard the pole crack and the car came 
to a stop. There was no train in 
sight but several fearful that a train 
would bear down upon them jumped 
from the car: 

The car was pshed off the crossing 
and as it cleared the crossing the pole 
broke off and fell into the street. No 
one was injured although some of the 
more timid were a little frightened.

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NO LOCAL EXAMINERS, 


Important action was taken by the 
Massachusetts Civil Service Commis- 
sion at its meeting Tuesday, when it 
| voted to do away with the positions of 
local examiners in the cities outside 
‘of Boston, and to appoint instead a lo- 
cal representative of the commission 
jin these cities. The local examiners 
in Quincy were appointed when the 
city accepted the civil service act and 
| placed its firemen, policemen, clerks, 
Janitors, etc., under the civil service 
Tule. They practically served without 
pay, their main duty being to meet 
‘once a year and mark some of the ex- 
amination papers for which they re- 
ceived a small remuneration. 

Up to this year all examinations 
‘have been held in Quincy, but this 
‘year with new members on the Civil 
Service commission a change has been 
made, and all examinations this year, 
have been held at the State House, 
Boston. The books showing the 
' standing of persons for local positions 
is kept in Quincy, and while as a rule 
|requisitions to fill vacancies should 
have been made through the local sec- 
retary, many of the heads of depart- 
ments made requisition directly to the 
State office, although a record of these 
requisitions was immediately for- 
warded to the local examiners. 

The local examiners will go out of 
office as soon as the examinations 
held in April are completed. Usually 
these papers are completed in four or 
five weeks but this year examinations 
held early in April have not as yet 
been completed. The local examiners

HEALTH REPORT. 


The mortality for the 
month of June of the Board of Health, 
out today, shows the number of deaths 
in the city during that month to have 
been 30 which based on the estimated 
population of 34,670 gives a death rate 
of 1.06. Of the deaths five were due to 
accidental causes, three to cerebral 
hemorrhage, two each to cancer, 
broncho and lobar pneumonia, whoop- 
ing cough and stillborn. The remain- 
der of the deaths were for 
causes. 

The contagious diseases reported in- 
cluded 9 diphtheria cases, 24 measles, 
1 scarlet fever, 10 chicken pox, 15 
whooping cough, and one case each of 
meningitis and neonatorum. 

The deaths by ages were as follows: 
between one and two years, under 
one year, 4; between five and 10 years 
8; between 15 and 20 years, 1; be- 
tween 20 and 30 years, 1; between 30 
and 40, five; 40 and 50, two; 50 and 
60, five; 60 and 70, four; 70 80, 
four; over 80, three; a 17 
male and 20 females. 

The general statistics of the depart- 
ment show that 49 single and 
double loads of ashes were collected, 
7,184 feet of garbage, 73 tank loads of 
cesspool and 898 of vault matter re- 
moved, three public dumps cared for, 
206 clam permits issued, 70 plumbing 
permits, 92 plumbing inspections, 45 
sanitary inspections, milk 
tions and 30 meat and provision 
spections. 

The amounts paid for aid rendered 
included $16 at home 
$430.50 to hospitals in scarlet 
cases, $47.79 to at home tuberculosis 
cases, $70.86 to Holy Ghost hospital, 
$231.57 to Mt. Pleasant camp, $246.28 
to Lakeville, and $174.25 to Rutland 
tuberculosis cases.

WOLLASTON OPEN RACE, 


Splendid racing weather greeted the 
fleet of seventy yachts and power 
boats that participated in the annuul 
open and inter-club race under the 
auspices of the Wollaston Yacht club 
Saturday afternoon. The breeze was 
from the southwest and puffy which 
sent the yachts tearing over the course 
at race horse speed. There was plen- 
ty of excitement and many thrills for

The Maria L of Class A lost her 
mainsail early in the race, a broken 
gaff putting it out of commission. 
She limped home under a jib. In 
Class I the Cherot dropped half of her 
mast overboard when it snapped off 
short about twenty feet from the deck 
and she was towed home. The main- 
sail of the Winona got a rip clear 
across it when a short distance from 
Nut island, putting her out of the 
race and the Wawenock in Class § lost 
her job. 

As the race drew on 
seemed to freshen so that 
had their hands full keeping things 
above water. Reefs were the rule 
and even with these tucked in nearly 
yacht sailed with her lee rail 
awash, while they took aboard water 
enough to keep one man busy most of 
the time bailing out. 

The course sailed was one of seven 
miles including a run from off the club 
house to the buoy off Nut island, a 
reach to the buoy, off Long island and 
a beat back to the starting point.

CO-OPERATIVE BANKS. 


The Co-operative banks of Massa- 
chusetts are fast coming to the front, 
for the public as a whole are begin- 
ning to realize what a_ splendid 


method they have for saving money’ 


for members. 


The assets of these institutions in 


Massachusetts alone are over $75,000,- 


000.00, while the total assets of these 
associations in the United States 
(called building and loan associations 
cutside of Massachusetts) are upwards 
of $1,031,000,000.00. 

The assets of the two co-operative 
banks in this city,—the 
and the Quincy have passed $1,500 
000.00, and are growing faster 
ever. 

To increase the efficiency of these 
institutions there was formed twenty- 
four years ago, the Massachusetts Co- 
operative Bank League, and of the 
165 banks in this state 121 are mem- 
bers. This league has had a great deal 
to do with the recent recodifying of 
the statutes under which the various 
banks work, and it is at all times en- 
deavoring to improve the system and 
increase the usefulness of the 
operative banks. 

In most of the other states of the 
Union these leagues have been formed 
of the various local institutions, and 
they in their field and way are en- 
deavoring to save money for the peo- 
ple, and they have met with splendid 
results, 

Each year there meets in Boston the 
Massachusetts Co-operative Bank 
League, above referred to , and dele- 
gates are then chosen to represent 
Massachusetts at the National Conven- 
tion of “The Local Building and Loan 
Associations.” This meeting is held 
sometimes in the East, sometimes in 
the West, but wherever it is held, the 
same spirit of thrift and saving per- 
vades the whole atmosphere. 

At the convention of 1911, held 
Grand Rapids, Mich., a committee was 
appointed to still broaden the scope of 
this savings idea, and correspond with 
kindred associations across the water, 
and if practical, take the steps neces- 
to form an international con-

NEW ADAMS SCHOOL, 


Unless some unforseen accident 
mars the final lap in the construction 
of the new Adams school, the build- 
ing will be ready for occupancy on 
September 2, the opening of the 
school year, and the children who at- 
tend classes in the antiquated wooden 
school house that is located on Phipps 
street will have reason to be pleased 
at the change in the educational con- 
ditions in the third ward. 

At the present time the interior fin- 
ish is being rapidly placed. Every- 
thing in the line of construction has 
been set, even the heating apparatus. 
The spacious corridors and the well 
lighted and modern ventilated 
rooms are inviting, and aside from the 
attractions offered from an architect- 
ural standpoint the site of the build- 
ing overlooks the length and 
breadth of the entire city. 

From here can be seen the roofs of 
all but two of the school buildings of 
the city, Wollaston and Atlantic be- 
ing hidden from view by Third Hill. 
The building is in the paths of all 
winds, even the northeaster will have 
an open sweep by it, but the up to 
date heating apparatus will take care 
of the comfort of the pupils. 

The Parents-Teachers Association 
have created a nice little fund for dec- 
orative purposes and the fine possibil- 
ities offered by the well planned build- 
ing will be taken advantage of by the 
members who have looked forward to 
just such a building for years. 

All the staff regularly pay the prem- 
ises a visit to see how far the work 
has progressed and many of the mem- 
bers of the School Committee are 
keeping an anxious eye on the com- 
pletion of the contract. 

The building has rather a political 
significance since several candidates 
for mayor will probably make it a 
campaign issue, their later day con- 
clusions not jibing with their views 
when the site was chosen. 

In a short time active work will be 
commenced on the grading and all 
behind the high wall which runs a- 
round the northerly boundary will be 
filled in. The southerly side will 
need little or no grading. 


BETTER BABIES CAMPAIGN, 


The “Better Babies” Show has at 
last reached New York, and awakened 
the greatest interest. This is not con- 
fined to the East Side Mothers, whose 
babies were contestants for the prizes 
awarded, nor to physicians and 
specialists who most fully realize the 
educational importance of such shows. 
The general public eagerly perused 
the news of the new form of baby con- 
test, where all are measured up to the 
same scientific standard, and mere 
prettiness scores few points, Pictures 
of the winning babies and their 
mothers were printed, and interviews 
reporting the methods used to rear 
them to such high standards were 
presented prominently in all the lead- 
ing papers. 

What is now known as the “Better 
Babies” Movement began in agricultu- 
ral regions, as a feature of state and 
county fairs, and was inaugurated to 
induce farmers to see that their chil- 
dren were reared at least as scienti- 
fically as their live stock. Well known 
physicians were the judges, and the 
scores employed for marking points 
were similar to those used for pass- 
ing on prize horses, cattle and dogs. 

When a farmer's baby scored lower 
than his live stock his pride rose in 
arms, and the child was placed under 
the care of a baby specialist, and 
brought up to standard, Granges dis- 
cussed child life, and better babies be- 
gan to count as items in the farmer's 
standing. 

Physicians and agencies that deal 
with children in the cities at once saw 
the value of this movement for the 
education of clty parents, and it is be- 
ing used with telling effect In many 
centers of population. Municipal 
authorities, pure milk committees, 
child welfare associations and wom- 
an's clubs all co-operating in holding 
better baby contests where all classes 
and conditions are judged by the same 
standards. 


THE DENVERS SHOW. |, 


Early in January of this year a Bet- 
ter Baby Show was held in Denver un- 
der the auspices of the National West- 
ern Live Stock Association. Three 
hundred babies were entered, repre- 
senting many walks of life, and many 
different nations in their ancestry. 
The show lasted five days, and five 
thousand persons turned out to do 
homage to the winners, when Col. 
Cody (“Buffalo Bill”) rode round the 
open arena of Denver's famous stock 
yards with the two prize winners 
perched on the saddle in front of him. 

Beneath all the ceremonies ran a 
mighty undercurrent of parental pride 
and anxiety. The wife of the White 
Wing was just an anxious to secure a 
practical education in motherhood as 
the wife of the lawyer, civil engineer 
or shopkeeper. “Better Babies” had 
become a slogan alike on farm, ranch 
and in city dwellings, though the more 
intelligent mothers entered their chil- 
dren for the purpose of securing a 
score card and profiting by the advice 
of experts rather than for honors and 
prizes.

GENERALSHIP ON BALL FIELD 


Fortunes rise and fall swiftly in 
baseball, particularly with the man- 
ager. Here is “Jake” Stahl, who last 
year created a championship team, 
now down and out. Then there is 
Clark Griffith. Washington used to be 
called “First in war, first in peace, 


and last in the American league,” a 
dumping ground for the superannuat- 
ed. Griffith made it almost a pennant 
winner. And the man with all pos- 
sible enthusiasm and generalship may 


be upset by the single misstep that 
lames a muscle. 
Literary prophets of baseball ex- 


pound complicated playing combina- 
tions, far from obvious to the specta- 
tor. Perhaps this chess play has less 
to do with a manager's success than 
some people think. Where he wins 
first of all is in simple but rare gifts 
for study and correct estimate of in- 
dividual players. 

The successful manager must build 
his own team. The stars of today will 
soon be fading. The pace is too swift. 
He must know with finality when he 
has a candidate whose motions, mus- 
cular power and control approximate 
the perfect type. These must be 
picked from smaller teams, and must 
be men whose prospective power 
others have failed to see. No man- 
ager can afford to build his team from 
the $10,000 beauties of his competi- 
tors. 

The manager must possess superior 
knowledge of the technique of every 
position. Each place on the field has 
its own character. Each player must 
be fit in physical power and tempera- 
ment. Every motion must be studied, 
every man must be coached for the 
perfect throw and the perfect catch 
in any conceivable situation. 

The man who could pilot a success- 
ful major league ball team should be 
able to captain a big enterprise or 
govern a city, if tastes and education 
ran that way.

Hundreds, yea thousands of local 
residents have patronized the public 
bath house at Quincy Point, the private 
bath houses at the Quincy Shore res- 
ervation and a private bath house at 
Houghs Neck, since the opening of the 
summer season. 

Beyond doubt the most popular of 
all places is the reservation because of 
the long stretch of shore, the good 
bathing bottom and its nearness to 
the residential section of Norfolk 
Downs. 

Not one whit behind in popularity 
however is the public bath house at 
Quincy Point which was built by the 
city as a venture and which immedi- 
ately became the most popular public 
building in Quincy.

AUTORIST DISCHARGED, 


There is an old saying that “When 
doctors disagree who shall decide?” 
This saying however should be chang- 
ed to read “when policemen disagree 
it is up to Judge Avery to decide.” 
His Honor was called upon today to 
decide the question whether William 
Cobis of Brockton was _ intoxicated 
when the automobile which he was 
operating banged into the team of 
David Breen just across the Fore Riv- 
er bridge in North Weymouth last 
Sunday night. 

At the time of the accident Cobis 
was placed under arrest ‘by officer 
Nash and sent to the Quincy police 
station on the charge of operating an 
automobile while under the influence 
of liquor, Two other men who were 
with him at the time were also ar- 
rested for drunkenness. 

The case was called Thursday and 
at 4 o’clock that afternoon the end 
not being in sight it was continued 
until Friday. 

At the hearing Thursday officer 
Nash of Weymouth and officer Thorne 
of Quincy who was on duty at Quincy 
Point, and who called the _ patrol 
wagon. testified that Cobis was under 
the influence of liquor. Cobis how- 
ever testified that he was not under 
the influence of liquor. He further 
declared that he was a man who never 
drank anything in the intoxicating 
liquor line, and that the strongest 
thing that he had drank Sunday was 
ginger ale. 

Friday morning counsel for Cobis 
placed on the stand Sergt. Larkin 
who was in charge of the station when 
Cobis was brought in Sunday night, 
officer Avery who was the wagon of- 
ficer, officer Cahill who drove the pa- 
trol wagon and officer Broberg who 


was at the station while Cobis was 
being booked. 
These officers testified that there 


was no odor of liquor on Cobis when 
he was brought to the station, and 
that he did not have the appearance 
of a man who was intoxicated. Sergt. 
Larkin also testified that Cobis came 
up close to him and breathed into his 
face and he could not detect any odor 
of liquor. Officers Avery and Broberg 
also got a whiff of Cobis breath but 
neither of them could detect any odor 
of liquor, and further said that the 
man did not act like an intoxicated 
person. Officer Broberg however in 
answer to a question by counsel for 
Mr. Breen said that he did not see 
Cobis lungs, which raised a laugh. 

Another witness for Cobis testified 
that Breen smelled of liquor at the 
time of the accident. 

It was nearly 1 o’clock before the 
evidence and arguments were com- 
pleted after which the court found 
all three defendants not guilty and 
they were discharged. 

John D. McKay appeared for Mr. 
Breen and City Solicitor John W. 
McAnarney and Frank A. Tirrell for 
Cobis. 

It is understood that the next step 
| will be a civil suit by Breen against 
Cobis.

FRED ANDERSON. 


Fred Anderson, for many years in 
the employ of the Fore River Ship- 
building corporation as a machinist, 
died Tuesday morning at his home 164 
South Walnut street, in his 69th year. 
He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. Al- 
bert Collier of Braintree, and four 
sons, Oscar, Carl, Russell and Con- 
nell, all of Quincy.

AUTO ACCIDENT, 


A pathfinder fourcylinder automo- 
bile, numbered 32985, operated by 
W. H. Berry of 71 Benton road, West 
Somerville, and carrying a wo- 
man a8 a passenger broke down op- 
posite the Tracy turnout on Wash- 
ington street at the busiest hour 
Tuesday evening and tied up car ser- 
vice on the East Weymouth and Nan- 
tasket lines for over 15 minutes. 

Hundreds of automobiles, and car- 
riages were returning from the Brad- 
ley fire at North Weymouth and 
stopped in the street, forming a crowd 
much larger than usually seen in 
that vicinity. 

The accident occurred when the 
nuckle snapped at the hub of the right 
wheel and when the broken end 
struck the car tracks and paving the 
axle snapped at the hub of the left 
wheel, The machine was being op- 
erated at a moderate rate and the oc- 
cupants were not thrown from their 
seats, 

One wheel started a merry roll down 
Washington street. When near the 
Central garage it spun the required 
number of times and lay flat in the 
dust. The other ran along the 
stretch of lawn at the home of Hugh 
Tracy, a distance of nearly 100 feet. 

The service crew of the Central 
garage was called and removed the 
machine from the tracks, opening car 
service. Nearly an hour was con- 
sumed in taking the machine from the 
spot to the garage. The running 
board and mud guard were smashed 
beyond repair and it is estimated 
that the damage will approximate 
about $100. The car is practically 
new, having been in service only two 
months. 


COMMITTEES AT SQUANTUM, 


A live campaign to secure better- 
ment in Squantum was started at the 
regular meeting of the Squantum Im- 
provement association this week at 
the Vacation House. Fifty members 
were present and a score of speakers 
advocated arking the Quincy City 
Council for much needed improve- 
ments. Among the immediate steps 
to be taken is a campaign for the ac- 
ceptance of at least one street, the 
buying of a site for a school house, 
and better fire protection. 

C. E. Carlson in his report as chair- 
man of the street railway committee 
said that he had been over the plans 
for a turnout on Hancock street to 
eliminate the practice now in force 
of compelling passengers to ride back- 
wards from Neponset car barn and 
that he hoped in the near future to see 
some decided improvement made and 
a turnout built. 

Chairman W. N. Kenyon of the mos- 
quito committee told of the work that 
had been done. He showed interest- 
ing plans of the State Board of Health 
of Connecticut which proposes to 
drain all the marsh land of the state 
bordering on Long Island sound. 
There are 22,000 acres to drain and it 
is estimated that the work can be done 
for $178,000. Mr. Kenyon said that 
this was a work which the state and 
City of Quincey could well be consider- 
ing as a permanent means of getting 
rid of the mosquito problem. 


Edward Eagar spoke in vigorous 
denunciation of the laxity of the 
Quiney City Council in not seeing 


Squantum’s needs. He said that cer- 
tain parties in Quincy had no hesi- 
tancy in coming forward and asking 
the city to build a public pier at a cost 
of $100,000 and he said that this 
would be one of the matters pushed in 
the next city council. He said that 
Squantum had received 20 _ street 
lights as its total share of municipal 
improvements. 

H. W. Orr spoke interestingly of 
Squantum’s needs of a school build- 
ing. He said it was time that Squan- 
tum started its campaign for a school 
house.

There was a time, some years ago 
when it did seem unreasonable to ex- 
pect the city government to be sup- 
ported on a $12 per $1,000 limit. it 
Was not attempted, hence the big 
municipal debt today. 

Now the time has come when the 
$12 limit is all the taxpayers can 
stand and at the same time an effort 
should be made to reduce the city 
debt and interest. 

Some will say the $12 limit is not 
large enough, and their criticism 
would be the same on a $20 limit after 
a few years.

BRIDGE ASSESSMENTS, 


Merrill, Walter H. Faunce, 
George E. Smith, Charles Paine, and 
William S. McNeary, the commission- 
ers having in charge the building of 
the new bridge over the Weymouth 
Back river between North Weymouth 
and Hingham, which was opened to 
the public last April, have filed their 
statement as to the cost of the con- 
struction of the bridge which has been 
accepted by Judge Pierce of the Su, 
perior court. The cost of the bridge 
amounted to $102,549. 
The new bridge was made necessary 
the establishment of the

passed by congress appropriating

In 1912 the legislature passed an 
act authorizing the construction of 
the bridge at a cost not exceeding

contain a draw not less than fifty 


feet wide. 

The act provided that in the first in- 
stance the cost should be borne by the 
Commonwealth and the of 
Plymouth and Norfolk, its 
completion the cost of bridge 
should be apportioned as 
Commonwealth 45 per cent,

It also provided that the cost of 
maintenance after construction

The 
street railway is also to pay for the 
its tracks and the planking 
between its tracks. 

When the plans for the new bridge 
were made, and estimates of the cost 
obtained, it was found that the sum 
of $80,000 authorized by chapter 739 of 
the acts of 1911 would not suffi- 
cient and an act was passed by the 
legislature of 1912 increasing the sum 
to $105,000. 

The act of 1912 also extended 
time for the building of the 
from twelve to eighteen months. 

These matters of course delayed the 
work on the new bridge and the com- 
monwealth was liable to a penalty for 
not commencing work sooner.

JULY TEMPERATURE, 


Although two days this week have 
been oppressively hot on account of 
the humidity, the month of July has 
been a good one. There have been 
many days when the weather was hot, 
but fortunately the nights have been 
cool which has alleviated the heat of 
the day somewhat. 

The highest point the mercury 
reached at noon during the month 
was 95 degrees which occurred on 
July 2, and but on five days only dur- 
ing the month has the temperature at 
noon been over 90, for the most part 
the temperature at noon ranging from 
83 to 89 degrees. 

The lowest noon temperature during 
the month was 72 degrees on July 18, 
although there have been four days 
during the month when the noon 
temperature was in the seventies. The 
highest noon temperature in July 1912 
was 100, and the lowest noon temper- 
ature in July 1912 was 69 degrees, 

The warmest day in August, 1912 
was 90 degrees which occurred on 
Aug. 14, and this was the only day 
during the month when the tempera- 
ture at noon reached the 90 mark.

The accident was due to the motor- 
man of the second car being unable 
to stop his car. Three well loadea 
cars left City Square at 4.10 for 
Houghs Neck. The first car was in 
charge of Conductor Sullivan ana 
Motorman Mattie, the second in 
charge of Conductor Romaine and 
Motorman Charles Gormley. 

The first car stopped at the corner 
of Palmer street to let off passengers. 
At that time the second car was 100 
feet behind. However it failed to 
stop in time to prevent striking the 
car standing in front, although when 
it Was seen that an accident was prob- 
able, the motorman exerted his en- 
tire strength on the brakes. 

The front seat of the second car 
and the rear seat of the first car were 
crowded with passengers. Many or 
these saw that an accident was un- 
avoidable and braced themselves to 
receive the shock. The two cars came 
together with a bang smashing both 
the rear end of the first car and the 
front end of the secondcar. The 
crash was of sufficient strength to 
smash the glass in the ends and tu 
send the passengers in the cars who 
had no warning of the accident from 
their seats. 

The utmost confusion reigned for 
a few minutes and the cries of the 
women and children gave the impres- 
sion that scores had been injured. 

Someone rushed into a nearby 
house and called the police station and 
reported the accident, and Lieut. Han- 
son who was on the desk immediately 
dispatched the ambulance and sent our 
the emergency call for doctors. 

Supt. Gammons of the street rail- 
way was also notified and was soon on 
the scene. The report that many haa 
been injured soon reached City Square 
and there was a rush to the-scene. By 
the time they arrived however those 
who claimed to be injured had been 
attended, and the cars which were nor 
seriously damaged had gone on. The 
third car was so far in the rear of the 
first two cars that it did not figure in 
the accident. 

The only theory as to the cause or 
the accident is that the motorman or 
the second car must have misjudgea 
the distance he was behind the first 
car and did not start early enough to 
apply the brakes, or that finding he 
Was too near the first car he lost his 
head. It is very fortunate that the 
grade Was an up one or it must have 
been more serious.

CITY COUNCIL, 


It is probable that a special meeting 
of the City Council will be held about 
the middle of August. There are sev- 
eral matters which must be cleaned 
up, and Mayor Stone is planning to 
have all of them included in the call 
for the meeting. First, it is necessary 
to have a special meeting to designate 
polling places for the caucuses and to 
call the caucuses. Then again, it is 
necessary that the list of election offi- 
cers be sent to the Council so that 
they may be confirmed in season to 
act at the caucuses. It is probable 
that it will be necessary to draw jur- 
ors for the September term of the 
Superior court about that time. 

The most important matter, how- 
ever, which must be attended to is the 
public hearing on the matter of fix- 
ing the amount which the city may 
raise for current expenses in 1914. As 
previously stated, under the old law, 
cities were only allowed to raise $12 
per $1,000, based on the valuation of 
the previous year, plus what receipts 
the Council was able to get hold of 
Under the new law, however, cities 
may after a public hearing increase 
that amount. This is an important 
question and should be given all the 
publicity possible before the public 
hearing that citizens may be fully in- 
formed and that they may attend the 
hearing and discuss the question un- 
derstandingly. The more money 
raised for current expenses of course 
means the more that must be raised by 
taxation, and the more that must be 
raised means a corresponding raise 
in the tax rate. 

It is a far too important question to 
be passed over lightly and citizens 
should give the matter careful study. 


REY. JOHN E. LILLBACK. 

After a six year pastorate, Rev. 
John E, Lillback, pastor of the Fin- 
nish Congregational church, has sub- 
mitted his resignation to the board or 
trustees. It becomes effective within 
three months. He leaves Quincy to 
become pastor of the Finnish Congre- 
gational church at Mt. Vernon, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. 

Since coming to Quincy Rev. Mr. 
Lillback has been tireless in his efforts 
to aid his countrymen in assimilating 


the civilization of this’ country. 
Through schools, lectures and spec- 
ial classes he has developed law 


abiding and respectful citizens . Sev- 
eral times Examiner Fay of the nat- 
uralization bureau has held a special 
examination in the church and at his 
last visit admitted over 20 Finns to 
citizenship, 

Mr. Lillback has been a force in the 
community, which previous to his ar- 
rival, eagerly accepted the shallow 
teachings of Socialistic leaders. He 
has been instrumental in the healthy 
growth of the Finnish Total Absti- 
nence Society which now occupies its 
own spacious quarters. 

Many feel that Quincy loses a pow- 
erful factor in its foreign growth by 
his resignation, and one that cannot 
be easily filled. 


Under the rules of the Finnish 
church, the people of the parish do not 
have any say about the matter when a 
pastor resigns, for the minute he sub- 


mits his resignation it becomes in 
force without any action on the part 
of the parish. 

Since Sunday Rev. Mr. Lillback has 
been beseiged by the people of the 
church to become a candidate for re- 
election, but up to the present time he 
has steadily refused to again become 
a candidate for the pastorate of the 
church. He will sever his pastorate 
with the church the first of November.

While the active membership of the 
Women’s Board is composed of Cali- 
fornia women who, as they are upon 
the ground, are better able to direct 
the great work which the Women’s 
Board has outlined, yet the Board has 
gained the cooperation and support of 
women throughout the world. Miss 
Jane Addams of Hull House, one of 
the most famous sociologists in the 
world, has promised her active assis- 
tance to Alvin E. Pope, chief of the 
Department of Social Economy at the 
exposition, and a number of the prom- 
inent women of Europe and America 
will act as an advisory board to the 
department. 

Women’s work in the preparation of 
the exposition will demonstrate in a 
practical way many of the important 
principles of applied social economy. 
The study of social science will be 
elaborately treated in one of the most 
important departments of the exposi- 
tion,—that of Social Economy. Yet 
in the display of exhibits throughout 
the exposition there will be no separ- 
classification for the sexes; the 
exhibits that pertain particularly to 
the work of women will be displayed 
with those of men. The decision of 
the exposition management in this res- 
pect is an acknowledgment of the ad- 
vance that has been made generally 
throughout the civilized world in the 
recognition of women as an integral 
part of the state and as an important 
factor of society, from an industrial 
as well as an intellectual standpoint. 

The Departments of Education and 
Social Economy will be housed in a 
splendid exhibit palace, which forms 
one of the main buildings in the cen- 
tral exhibit section of the exposition. 

The displays in the Palace of Educa- 
tion and Social Economy will prove 
of vital interest to thinking women. 
In the department devoted to educa- 
tion every phase of educational endea- 
vor will be taken up. School appli- 
ances, text books, furniture and models 
of school buildings will be shown, 
while entire sections will be devoted 
to drawing, painting, music and 
agricultural education in elementary 
grades, business and commercial 
training, education of defectives and 
delinquents, the blind, the deaf and 
dumb, cripples and the feeble minded.

This 
was no easy job but the police were 
greatly aided by the powerful search- 
light on the Rivadavia which focusea 
its rays on the bridge, making every- 
thing as light as day. 

Aside from the crowds on the 
bridge the advantage points on the 
wharf of J. F. Sheppard & Sons was 
black with people and half a hundred 
automobiles and several hundred peo- 
ple lined the shore at the old wharf 
between Sheppards coal wharf and the 
power station of the street railway. 

This was an exceptionally fine ad- 
Vantage point for people here could 
see the big monster come through the 
bridge, and make the turn about which 
more difficulty was expected than was 
the passage through the draw, 

The vessel came through however 
without a mishap of any kind, and the 
small army of tugs aided her in 
swinging her bow around the almost 
right angle turn and down the chan- 
nel toward Hull gut. 

It was but a few minutes past 10 
o'clock when several loud blasts 
sounded on the battleships whistle and 
was followed by several shrill shrieks 
from the siren whistle. Then the 
big searchlight on the bow of the ves- 
sel began play about the harbor. Its 
great volume of white light made 
everything in the direction in which it 
was aimed as light as day and made 
a beautiful sight, which was made 
even more so by the rays of purple 
light with which the white light 
seemed to be surrounded the two 
colors forming a scene hard to de- 
scribe. 

Slowly the monster was backed 
from the dock where she has been 
tied up ever since the lauching, her 
stern being headed up the river and 
the bow toward the bridge. In this 
she was aided by half a dozen power- 
ful tugs from T wharf in addition to 
the Fore River tug. This operation 
was eagerly watched by the crowds on 
the bridge and on the shores.

DROPPED AS VOTERS, 


Under a recent law passed by the 
legislature the names of all registered 
voters of the previous year who failed 
to be assessed the present year by the 
Assessors, and whose names were 
therefore dropped from the voting 
lists, must be notified that they have 
been left off by the Assessors and that 
if they will call at Assessors office and 


zet assessed their names will be re- 
stored to the voting lists. 
The Assistant Assessors in their 


rounds always fail to find many who 
should be assessed. The result is 
that when the voting lists are made up 
by the Registrars many voters fail to 
find their names. Under the present 
law however the Clerk of the Regis- 
trars has to notify all of these parties 
that they have not been assessed and 
that their names have been dropped 
and that if they desire their names 
put back on the voting lists without 
going through the form of registra- 
tion they must visit the Assessors 
and get assessed.

He was per- 
fectly conscious and talked rationally 
on his way to the hospital. 

Q—If fired within 20 feet would the 
bullet penetrate the bone? 

A—lIt is a steel jacketed bullet, and 
if it struck it might go through.

TECHNOLOGY SCHOLARSHIP. 


Nathaniel Warshaw of Quincy and 
Richard J. Favorite of Wollaston were 
on Friday awarded full scholarship at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, the former from the Second 
Worcester Senatorial district, and the 
latter from the First Norfolk Senato- 
rial district. The other First Norfolk 
award went to R. G. Dickinson of 
Hyde Park. Both of the First Nor- 
folk scholarships at Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute went to Hyde Park 
boys. 

The scholarships are awarded by 
the State Board of Education to pu- 
pils in the public schools of the state. 
apportioned through the senatorial 
districts, who pass the requirements 
demanded by the two institutions. 

In the case of the Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute, where there are 40 
full scholarships, the board has seen 
fit to divide most of them into half 
scholarships. There are 80 free 
scholarships at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology which have been 
awarded similarly. 

Under the law that appropriated 
$50,000 to Worcester Polytechnic In-! 
stitute and $100,000 to the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology with the 
understanding that so many scholar- 
ships be granted, it is conditioned 
that the former institution must 
raise an additional sum of $350,000 
and Boston Tech a sum of $1,000,000! 
before 1917. 

Both Messrs. Warshaw and Fav- | 
orite were graduated from Quincy! 
High school in 1910. The former is

CANOE TRIP, 


The longest canoe trip ever taken 
by Quincey boys was finished at the 
Town River Yacht club last week 
when Edward Stewart of the Adams 
building and Harry Kemp of 32 New- 
comb street hauled their White Guide 
from the river after paddling 75 miles 
in 36 hours. But two. stops 
made, once for rain and once 
seven hour sleep. 

The trip took them through Milton, 
Hyde Park, Readville, West Roxbury, 
Dedham, Needham, Wellesley, Weston, 
Waltham, Watertown, Cambridge and 
Boston harbor. The inland waters 
followed were Town river, Neponset 
river, Stony Brook and Charles river. 

The trip was taken for pleasure 
only and with no intention of estab- 
lishing a record, and both declare they 
gained valuable experience.

The boys camped on the Stony 
brook reservation and awakened with 
the birds to continue their journey. 
They reached Charles river and Wal- 
tham without accident and commenced 
the return trip. The officer at the 
sluiceway opened the gates and al- 
lowed them to take the short way to 
the navy yard and from there until 
they reached Quincy Bay they had 
their fill of tough experiences.

Here 
some of the party took occasion to 
look at the big power plant connected 
with this yard. In the plant is an 
Ingersol and Rand air compressor, 
which is capable of generating 2588 
feet of air per minute. This com- 
pressed air plant operates all of the 
pneumatic tools operated by the com- 
pany as well as two hoisting engines. 
The advantage of air over steam is 
that with air there is no steam to ob- 
struct the view of the engineer. 

From the Railway quarry the cars 
were taken for City Square. Some 
of the cars made the run via of South 
Quincy going past several of the cut- 
ting plants while others came direct 
to Quincey via Adams street.

' EX-PRESIDENT NICHOLS. 

Ex-President of the City Council, 
Walter F. Nichols, was the first 
speaker. He opposed raising the lim- 
it. There were reasons why the limit 
}should not be raised, but it would 
take much time to go into detail. The 
City Council is limited to $12 for cur- 
rent expenses. What would be the 
result by raising the limit? There 
must be some reason. Is the city un- 
able to raise enough for current ex- 
penses under the present limit? With 
an increased rate and the same finan- 
cial management the tax rate would 
be problematical. It is fair to  pre- 
sume, however, that the rate would 
be much higher. 

During his seven years as a member 
of the City Council he had found that 
with economical management the city 
could get along with the $12 limit, 
with the natural increase in valua- 
tion. He hoped that the City Council 
would not increase the limit.

BOARD OF HEALTH HEARINGS, 


Monday night was a busy one for 
the Board of Health, for they had 
three hearings scheduled. The first 
hearing was in regard to the brook 
that runs through the Ward Three 
playground, and about which there 
has been more or less complaint be- 
cause of the sediment which comes 
from the rusty water from the polish- 
ing mills and which clogs up the 
brook. 

The hearing on this matter was 
given to the Granite Manufacturers 
and was quite ‘largely attended. After 
more or less discussion it was agreed 
that the City Engineer should devise 
some plan whereby the water might 
be taken care of, or filtered before 
entering the brook. 

The next matter was in regard to 
the complaint about the pigeons of 
Mrs. Kelley on Kent street. The 
complaint was that she kept a large 
number of pigeons and that they were 
a nuisance. This hearing was also 
largely attended and a peaceful solu- 
tion was reached by Mrs. Kelly agree- 
ing to keep her pigeons confined. 

While these hearings were in pro- 
gress there was a large delegation of 
Squantum residents waiting to be 
heard on the mosquito nuisance. 
Most of the residents took their de- 
parture, however, after waiting for 
some time, but W. J. Kenyon remained 
to express the views of the residents.| 

What the residents want is some 
way to drain the wet and soggy marsh 
which is a breeding place for the mos- 
quitoes which have become a great 
pest. 

The sting of the Squantum mosquito 
is also said to be unusually penetrat- 
ing. Aside from that they were 
known to be the source of contami- 
nation and dangerous to public health. 

After some discussion it was practi- 
cally agreed that the best thing to do 
was to petition the legislature for re- 
lief, which the residents of Squantum 
decided to do. They however desired 
that the bill should be drawn up in 
proper form by the City Solicitor. 

There was another hearing sched- 
uled but which was not reached. This 
was in regard to the nuisance that is 
said to exist in the rear of the Quincy 
Mansion school. 


PUT UNDER BONDS. 


Enough evidence was submitted to 
Judge Avery on Tuesday in the case 
of Vincenzo Quintilla, charged with 
threatening to commit assault and bat- 
tery, to fine him $25 and place him un- 
der $300 bonds to keep the peace for 
three months. He was taken into cus- 
tody at the Quincy station Monday 
noon at the point of a revolver by 
Peter Kojoy who marched him to offi- 
cer Canavan in City Square.

One of the most important new laws 
of the Legislature of 1913 went into 
effect Sept 1, “to provide for suitably 
aiding mothers with dependent chil- 
dren.”

There are nine sections in the act, 
known as Chapter 763, printed in the 
Acts and Resolves providing for visits, 
supervision, Mrs. Robert E.

CONTAGIOUS HOSPITAL, 


at the conference of the physicians of 
the city and the Board of Health in 
the Council chamber Thursday even- 
ing, that he considered the care of 
contagious diseases a municipal func- 
tion and to assure its removal from 
private supervision he was willing to 
give a lot of land, of sufficient size to 
allow for the erection and develop- 
ment of a contagious hospital, provid- 
ing the city would errect 
buildings. 

The site offered is near Faxon Park, 
on a_ hill directly opposite the stand 
pipe. The location he thought ideai 
and aside from offering every oppor- 
tunity affords the patients a delightful 
view at all times. 

The conference was for the pur- 
pose of talking over the needs of a 
contagious hospital and the tentative 
approval of plans submitted.  Chair- 
man Teasdale presided and Dr. Fred i 
Jones and James Thomas, members of 
the board were present. Others pres- 
ent were Dr. W. J. Middleton, Dr. 
Sidney Hardwick, Dr. William B. Fer- 
ris, Dr. Daniel B. Reardon, Dr. John H

The conference opened with a state- 
ment of fact by Dr. Fred E. Jones, who 
after reading the law relative to con- 
tagious hospitals, and giving its strict 
interpretation as ruled by the attorney 
general, went into a detailed explana- 
tion of the work of the board in this 
city. He spoke of the proposed hos- 
pital of its labatory equipment which 
will permit the rapid determination of 
diseases and overcome the delay of 
much as three days while waiting for 
a return from the State Board of 
Health. This new phase had never 
before been introduced in, connection 
with in Quincy and gained 
the approval of those present.

penalty of $500 can be imposed for 
each violation of the law which re- 
quires cities to suitably equip and

A state inspection of the camp at 
Mt. Pleasant resulted in a report 
stating that at least $3000 would be 
necessary to make it acceptable to the 
state so that $5 per patient would be 
This, according to Dr.

He said one never knew what the fu- 
ture was in the contagious field, and 
what appears to be a lull may simply 
be the fore runner of an epidemic.

These all 
must be taken care of, and if no room 
is open at the camp accommodations 
must be secured elsewhere. 

Albert Wright, architect, sub- 
mitted plans for the proposed hospi- 
tal, the principles of which were 
evolved by Dr. Fred E. The 
building will be of wood, and divided 
into two sections. One half will con- 
sist of the administration building and 
wards for men and women patients 
suffering from tuberculosis extended 
on both sides. A passageway of 200 
feet connects another building. 

This ward 1s so divided that diph- 
theria and scarlet fever patients can 
be admitted to their respective sides. 
The system of air locks and ventila- 
tion guards against infection, and 
while three beds for each disease are 
considered there is ample opportunity 
to build onto the wings. 

The idea of Dr. Jones is practically 
new in medical circles, and he is the 
first one to secure What appears to 
be a practical solution of the difficulty 
of treating two diseases in the same 
building. 

The building proposed will be of 
wood and will cost approximately 
$23,000, including plumbing and heat- 
ing apparatus.

J. B. Sutherland has returned from 
a nine weeks’ vacation which he spent 
with his wife and little boy at Barney 
River, Nova Scotia, where he owns a 
farm and summer cottage.

CHILD LABOR LAW. 


According to Charles H.Johnson, at- 
tendance officer of the School Depar- 
ment, there are about 300 children, be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16 years who 
affected the child labor 

Of this number nearly 200 are 
employed in the factory of Rice and 
Hutchins at Braintree. The remaind- 
er are scattered throughout the city, 
mainly in small numbers in the stores. 

According to Mr. Johnson the Tu- 
bular Rivet Co. who employ a large 
number of young women have always 
made any 
girl under 16 years of age so that the 
law will not apply to their help. 
There are no other factories in Quincy 
that employ any number of minors. 

In some of the stores where young 
girls are employed, notably Wool- 
worths, the hours of labor have been 
changed so as to comply with the law. 
This has been accomplished by extend- 
ing the opening hours in the morning

CITY SQUARE NEEDS, 


Commissioner Tupper is giving the 


suggestion of the Patriot, rela- 
tive to a white line through City! 


Square for automobile drivers to fol- 
low, considerable attention. The 
Commissioner said this morning that 
he hardly thought a white lime line 
would do for there was so much traf- 
fic over that part of Washington street 
that the lime would soon be oblitera- 
ted. 

He was however considering the 
plan adopted in some places. That 
was to erect a small stand, near the 
crossing which runs from the corner 
of Saville street across Hancock 
street another near the corner of 
Washington and Temple streets. On 
this stand he would have a sign read- 
ing “Keep to the right.” This he 
believes would help matters. 

The Commissioner said that he 
thought if the street railway transfer 
point was moved either north or south 
of the present place in front of the 
Faxon block that it would help some, 
but that the real solution of the 
scheme would be by double tracking 
Washington street. 

Temple street has also been sug- 
gested for a transfer point. It is 
a little off the travelled way; is wide 
enough for two tracks and could be 
connected up directly with the tracks 
| from South Quincy and also from 
Houghs Neck. There should be 
double tracks around the First church 


with crossovers, so that cars of all 
lines could make the circuit of the 
church. 


It would be a great improvement, 
if the sidewalk from Saville 
to Granite street was widened 
twice the present width. 
it is very much congested. 
so wide that it 
could spare 10 or 20 feet in front of 
City Hall and Hancock cemetery, and 
straighten the line.

The mortality statement of the 
Board of Health for August, out today, 
gives the death rate for that month 
based on the estimated population of 
34,670 to have been 1.44. The death 
rate for the year 1912 being 11.04. The 
number of deaths recorded in August

At a meeting of the association this 
week Rev. Mr. Davison of Atlantic 
and Squantum said he did not believe 
it was for the best interests of Squan- 
tum to try to break away from Quincy. 
He said:— 

“I believe this movement of an- 
nexation to Boston will react against 
this section. I doubt if Houghs Neck 
will recover from the recent agitation 
to become separated from Quincy for 
some years. I think Squantum resi- 
dents should talk of making Squan- 
tum Ward 7 of Quincy. It is true 
that you are now taxed without rep- 
resentation, and I believe that this is 
not just. I believe that until such 
time as Squantum becomes a ward of 
its own that there should be more 
equal representation in Ward 6. The 
representatives from this ward now 
come from one or two streets in At- 
lantic. I think that Norfolk Downs 
and Squantum should have a repre- 


sentative and that the honors should 
not all go to Atlantic.” 

Mr. Davison was warmly applaud- 
ed. Owing to his having to catch a 
car his talk was cut short. 

James H. Loughan said he had 


looked up the matter of how annexa- 
tion’ would have to be brought 
and said that first a petition would 
have to be published for three weeks 
in the Boston and Quincy papers, and 
the petition filed before the first 
January with the clerk of the Legis- 
lature.
